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PREFACE. 








Tue two years to which the papers calendared in the 
present volume relate, were years of comparative quiet, and, 
as might be supposed by persons to whom these papers were 
not accessible, years of public prosperity and happiness. The 
expeditions against Spain and France came to an end after 
the death of Buckingham and the surrender of Rochelle. 
They had been fruitless with reference to their meditated 
purposes, and had left behind them a public debt, which, 
although trifling in amount when compared with present 
financial operations, was sufficient to occasion at that time 
extensive misery and dissatisfaction. No general balance- 
sheet of the Government has been found, nor can it even be 
determined from these papers what were the ordinary 
receipts of the Crown. One can only perceive by the 
amounts which are stated from time to time to be owing 
now in one direction and to one set of creditors, and now in 
another quarter and to totally different persons, that in spite 
of the urgency of the Lord Treasurer in keeping down ex- 
penditure, the public debt was burthensome, whilst the 
pitiable histories developed in the petitions of particular 
creditors indicate how much misery the disorder in the 
general finances brought home to private individuals. 

The most considerable change in the Government during 
the period which is here dealt with took place on the ap- 
pointment of a successor to Lord Dorchester. After long 


striving, he had toiled up the official ascent to a Secretary- 
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ship of State and a peerage, but he enjoyed his dignities 
only for a brief period. He died on the 15th February 
1621-2. Sir Thomas Roe, writing from London on the 
23rd of the same month, remarks of him that, “ he walked 
rightly in his life, died manly and Christianly, and rejoiced 
in and recommended the King of Swedes, and so like a swan 
sung his own funeral.” (Vol. cexi., No. 74.) Sir Thomas 
adds ‘We dare not guess at his successor, nor search into 
the secret of princes, but we divine that my Lord Treasurer 
will for a time supply the service.” The conjecture was 
in a certain sense accurate, but Sir John Coke, who had 
hitherto chiefly been the Secretary for Domestic Affairs, 
entered at once upon the management of the foreign cor- 
respondence as well, and continued sole Secretary from 
February 1632 until the following June. On the 12th of 
that month* the King determined the abeyance by selecting 
for the vacant office one of the Clerks of the Signet. The 
appointment took every one by surprise, but its history is 
sufficiently explained by an entry in Bishop Laud’s Diary, 
and by one of his letters calendared in the present volume. 
The entry in the Diary is as follows :-—“ 1632, June 15. 
Mr. Francis Windebank, my old friend, was sworn Secretary 
of State, which place I obtained for him of my gracious 
master King Charles.” The letter alluded to is an ex- 


ample of Laud’s most familiar style. It runs thus :—

ecexviii., No. 45, announcing the King’s pleasure for Windebank’s appoint- 
ment, 
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his Majesty’s special command to declare it to the Lords. So now 
you have a second cure to attend, as well as your son-in-law. The 
name of the parish is S. Troubles. And now I return you your 
prayers for me, God send you as much health as you may have 
business. I have sent Dr. Dick to bring you the news, that the 
women may abuse him for his last week’s knavery. 

“T pray you make haste up, and follow the directions of this 
inclosed, and, among other benefits, I doubt not but the very 
naming you to this place will make them at Oxford look well 
to your son. So in great haste I leave you to the grace of God, 
and rest

“We took another conventicle of Separatists in Newington 
Woods upon Sunday last, in the very brake where the King’s stag 
should have been lodged for his hunting the next morning. 

“T pray commend me to your good lady—Madam, forsooth !” 


The selection of Windebank, whilst Sir Thomas Roe was 
left unemployed, could only be explained in one way. Sir 
Thomas was one of the ablest men of his day. His official 
experience was varied and extensive; his despatches were 
admirable examples of diplomatic acuteness; his views of 
public policy were based upon clear general principles, which 
he never scrupled to enunciate in the most precise and 
unmistakeable language; and, above all things, he was a 
thorough friend and lover of learning, a hearty admirer of 
the Queen of Bohemia and the King of Sweden, and a 
staunch supporter of a scheme for uniting all the reformed 
churches in one general brotherhood or confederation. But 
Sir Thomas was out of favour at Court. In 1629 he was 
sent ambassador to the Kings of Poland and Sweden. 
Their quarrels interfered with the execution of the scheme 
of Gustavus Adolphus for leading an army into the heart 
of Germany. Roe’s office was to mediate between them. 
He was completely successful; a truce was concluded for 
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six years, and Gustavus Adolphus was set free to run his 
brief but wonderful career. Roe, speaking from his heart, 
gave strong encouragement to the designs of the Swedish 
conqueror. He even ventured to express a hope that 
Charles I; would give him active assistance. It is not 
pretended that in doing so the ambassador pledged the King 
to anything, or went one jot beyond his authority. The 
plan of operations submitted to him was based upon the 
hope of advantage to the general cause of protestantism, and 
involved the restoration of the Elector Palatine to his here- 
ditary dominions. Roe relied upon his master’s anxiety to 
promote these objects, and expressed himself accordingly. 

On his return to England, some share of the universal 
popularity of the Swedish hero was reflected upon Sir 
Thomas Roe. He was welcomed and applauded by Court 
und people; medals were struck in honour of his successful 
embassy ; the King expressed his approbation of his exer- 
tions, and promised to make his welfare an object of special 
care ; but all power was in the hands of Lord Treasurer 
Weston and Bishop Laud, neither of whom favoured the 
principles of Sir Thomas Roe, and in spite of all his success 
and congratulation, he was laid aside. 

His letters evidence the bitterest sense of his disappoint- 
ment. By a variety of similes he illustrates the difficulty 
which stood in his way. ‘The English Court is represented 
as a labyrinth of which he had not the clue ; it is stated to 
resemble the way to heaven in this, that it was strait and 
narrow, and that there was but one entrance to it. (Vol. 
elxxii., No. 10.) In disgust at beholding the advancement 
of all men before and above himself, he purchased what he 
termed a cell at Bulwick, a secluded place in Northampton- 
shire, and there awaited some call to enter again into the 
public service. In the meantime he compared himself to 
Drake’s ship which was docked up at Deptford, and thought 
that if he was not acceptable to the King and fit for those 
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times, no man could retire from the world with more ease or 
into a smaller circle. (Vol. clxxiii., No. 49.) Such professions 
were in his case, as they are in that of many other people, 
mere self-deception. His heart yearned after the employ- 
ment that was denied him, and he appealed in vain to the 
presumed leader of the more absolutely protestant section of 
the King’s advisers to “help the cripple at the pool’s side” 
(Vol. clxxiii., No. 49.)* His interesting letters in the 
present volume prove the continuance of the same feeling. 
Two of them will exhibit his position and character better 
than many pages of comment.

“ My Lord,—If I were not provoked by new occasions, I could as 
well be content not to trouble myself, nor the world, as it seems it 
is to forget me, but there are some businesses of such nature, from 
which man cannot exclude me. I moved his Majesty long since, 
and often, concerning a reconciliation of all the Protestant Churches 
in Europe, into which I had an entrance, and, by his favour, leave to 
proceed. Since, there hath been such a progress made, such helps, 
such conjuncture, such accession of minds and labours, that it seems 
merely the motion of the Prince of Peace, of which I have had 
freshly so large an account that I cannot forbear to beseech you to 
let his Majesty know that it may by his help be done, and not 
without it. The proportion of a letter, and your Lordship in pro- 
gress, will not permit me to say more, and I cannot fear but so 
much wisdom and piety will apprehend the occasion and use it, 
and crown it by his authority who is only able to perfect it. 








* Two years later Roe even condescended to apply to many other 
persons, and among them, to Laud, then Archbishop, to help him to the 
desired promotion. The Archbishop assured him that he had often 
spoken to the King on the subject, but saw no hope to be able to serve 
him as yet. “It may be,” he continued, “ because I had once the 
happiness to join in assistance to help my old acquaintance Mr. Sec- 
retary Windebank forward, you may conceive me able to do more than I 
am, but I would very willingly have you understand that if he had not 
had more powerful friends than myself, he had never been where he is. 
And therefore I pray build no more hopes upon me than I am able to 
answer.”—-Dom. Corr., 22 April 1634. 
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“Many other things are opened to me concerning the King of 
Swedes: the result of all is, that if his Majesty take not take care 
of him, not so much by money, or that only, as by countenance and 
reputation of unity and collegation, though an enemy cannot beat 
him out of Germany, cold and jealous friends may undermine and 
undo him. I write out of much sense and knowledge. His sub- 
sistence there did arise from opinion of him, and the Princes’ 
necessity. These gave him first authority and means, but being 
all grounded, not on his own subjects but on strangers, not 
maintained by his own money, but by theirs, not for love, but 
necessity, if they begin to think that is either removed or only 
changed, or that they can find another way to a drowsy security, 
though it deceive them, the money, the power, the seeming love, all 
will abandon him ; and if he forsake the cause, or the cause cast off 
him, the general enemy will return more provoked to revenge, both 
upon the religion and all the Princes that profess it. There are 
some things I am as unwilling to write as to know, but the sum is ; 
—that brave Prince is in danger, if my master support him not, by 
awing of others ; and though some reasons may retard him from 
being a builder, yet he must aid as a buttress to keep up all the 
work. I would not trouble your Lordship with these fragments if 
conscience did not exact it, and that I speak not at random, or for 
discourse. I leave it to your Lordship to use as you see occasion. 

“The privacy of my life forbids me to meddle or to pry into the ark 
of his Majesty’s secrets, yet I am a member, and have an interest in 
the head. I shall be extremely joyed to hear from your Lordship 
(Mr. Lucas will not grutch his pains), that though I live out of the 
active world, | may know what it doth, and be kept among the 
living, for ignorance is a civil death, nor can I so bury myself, 
without a constant profession that if his Majesty at any time 
remember me, I ean never decline his service. If he call, I answer 
‘Adsum, Domine! I see many occasions, is there none for me? 
Are all men thought and cared for, I only forgotten? I am content, 
because man doth often and eagerly pursue false and seeming good, 
and by missing his own wishes God gives him true good, and both 
rewards and enlightens him at once. I wish your Lordship all 
happiness as

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The other letter is addressed to a gentleman about to 
travel into Italy :

“ Sir,—I have rather spared your trouble than mine, that I have 
not written to you while you did stay in Germany. From your 
friends you had better ways to hear, and that was all the service I 
could pretend to do you. Now, understanding you are ready to go 
further, though I know not so good direction as your own discre- 
tion, yet, not to fail of a duty to your mother, I have obeyed her 
by giving my opinion for the spending your time in Italy ; and, to 
fit you for it, have wished that you begin the language in Geneva 
and perfect it in Florence. In that good town you shall have a 
compendium of many, all exercises and letters ; in the last, a Court 
to act and use them in. I have made a list of your way and 
abodes, not to prescribe but to point at them, as an index to a map, 
and presumed to give you one address to Mons, Serrazin, one of the 
principal in Geneva, both in authority and understanding. I hope 
it may do you service, or he doth fail me. 

“To give you other counsel were a boldness unfitting me that 
know you so well, not to do it an omission of love. The best rule 
I can give you is, when you cannot have the best company, both 
for virtues and quality, to have none; and that your studies and 
observations have men and action rather for their objects, than 
towns and fashions. And, Sir, believe me the best thing you can 
bring home is the least thing you can learn there, language and a 
good Englishman. 

“You shall see many gods there served, but you must pass like an 
Israelite and bow to none; certainly idolatry is the mother sin, 
the common sin, the sin of religion. You shall see much outward 
devotion, but scarce one heart that bows aright to God: zeal with- 
out knowledge, ceremony without faith, works without charity. 
Let none of these specious paintings deceive you ; and if you doubt, 
fly only to the oracle, God’s book. There you shall find no image 
worship, no Christ made of bread, no purgatory, no merit, no 
supererogation, no church treasure, no mediator but the Lamb, 
no building of straw and stubble, but such as St. Paul warned us 
to avoid. ; 

“Tf they tell you of antiquity, distinguish the first time, orig- 
inem, ab antiquo, and then it is with us; if of our new doctrine, 
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remember, Truth is‘ the elder brother; of our new church, be 
confident that is the newest that erred and corrupted the truth, 
that our church was the same while they held the foundation, while 
there was saving health among them, until they became, in the ful- 
ness of iniquity, so corrupt, that God bid us go out, not a new 
church, but a graft of the right olive, to be planted on our own 
stock, the root being grown a wild tree. I conclude; all wisdom, 
policy, safety, is religion. Keep God and enjoy all things. 

“ For your studies, rather use History than Arts. These make a 
man subtle, that profound, and of History, choose to read the times 
and occasions most near and like our own; an epitome or chro- 
nology is enough of the obscurer and past ages. Thus I have 
adventured my talent, and seeing I can do no more, I will pray 
for you, that God may keep you, and send you home, a comfort to 
your friends, and an ornament to your country.

Another change at this time, besides that in the Secretary- 
ship, was the succession of William Noy to Sir Robert Heath 
in the office of Attorney General. Of itself this appointment 
might seem of comparatively little importance, but, like the 
appointment of Windebank, it indicated the paramount 
existence of a fresh spirit in the Government, and was 
productive of important results. Won to serve the Court 
with difficulty and some abandonment of principle, he 
became, by dint of flattery, a willing agent in some of its 
most unpopular measures. “ He moulded, framed, and 
pursued,” remarks Clarendon, “ the odious and crying pro- 
ject of soap, and with his own hands drew and prepared the 
writ for ship money, both which will be the lasting monu- 
ments of his fame.” (Hist. Rebell., Book i.) The soap 
business is fully illustrated in this volume; the ship money 
will shortly become the subject of many papers. 

Appointments to offices, either in the state or household, 
were throughout the reign of Charles I. subjects of consider- 
able difficulty. The vacancy of a Secretaryship of State for 
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five months is not at all a solitary exemplification of this 
difficulty. ‘Two others at the least are presented in the 
volume before us. The Earl of Pembroke, Lord Steward of 
the Household, died on the 10th April 1630, and Lord 
Conway, Lord President of the Council, on the 3rd January 
1630/1. Both these offices remained unfilled up, not only 
to the end of the period now dealt with, but for many years 
afterwards. 

Although the papers calendared in the present volume 
are devoid of the peculiar excitement which attaches to 
stirring incidents, they will be found to contain a multitude 
of illustrations of popular feeling in reference to such public 
events as were deemed important to English interests, and,—- 
what is perhaps even still more valuable to students of 
history, 





they abound with information upon an almost in- 
finite variety of social subjects all tending towards a solu- 
tion of that great problem in our history—how it came to 
pass that so soon after the period with which we are dealing 
the nation fell into discord and civil war. 

By way of exciting further inquiry, I will give a few brief 
notes of some of the papers which refer to the leading 
persons of this period. 

The invasion of Germany by Gustavus Abo.tpuus is 
mainly illustrated in the Foreign correspondence of this 
period, but the Athenian anxiety of the English people for 
information during his exciting course of victory is described 
in letters in this volume, in terms the truth of which we can 
all recognize. The people, it is said, became “ too hungry” 
for news. They would not give the King of Sweden leave 
to conquer, like a man, by degrees, but looked that he should 
fight battles and take towns, as fast as we read of them in 
the book of Joshua. (Vol. ccxvi. No. 92.) And when he 
reached the climax and the end of his career of glory, the 
country, in its sorrow, and its anxiety that the truth should 
not be true, was ready to believe all kinds of incredible 
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rumours respecting his fate. One sees from the credulity 
exhibited on this occasion how easily in earlier ages, and in 
cases similar to those of our Richard II. and Sebastian 
of Portugal, such rumours might be received into the 
general belief. (Vol. cexxvi., Nos. 17 ‘and 19.) The un- 
fortunate expedition of the Marquis of Hamilton with six 
thousand men in aid of Gustavus Adolphus is the subject of 
several important papers. (Vols. cxcvi. passim, cxcix, Nos. 
5, 6, and cciv., No. 55.) And a letter from Sir Thomas Roe 
to the celebrated soldier Sir John Hepburn will not escape 
notice. (Vol. cciv., No. 34.) 

Of Kine Cuartes the information scattered throughout 
the volume is especially illustrative of the temper with 
which he carried on the government, and the extent to which 
he personally interfered in the management of public affairs. 
One of the most valuable papers in the volume, in reference 
to the King, and one which reflects his personal character 
and opinions in a way which will be particularly interesting 
to many people, is a form of daily morning or evening 
prayer, which is wholly in the King’s hand-writing. I have 
not been able to discover its origin as a separate composition, 
nor to find any evidence of its authorship. It does not 
contain any petition for guidance in the exercise of kingly 
duties, nor anything else which may be regarded as specially 
applicable to the King’s royal condition. It, therefore, looks 
to me like a fair copy of a prayer intended for general use 
made by the King; but it is observable that, if that be the 
case, his Majesty in writing it adopted his own peculiar 
spelling—a spelling founded on the Scottish pronunciation 
which adhered to him throughout his life. The prayer 
seems to have been written on the blank half of a sheet of 
paper on which was originally inscribed a list of the Lent 
preachers in 1631/2. In the following transcript the manu- 
script has been followed in every particular of spelling and 
punctuation. 
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PRAYER IN THE Hanpwritine or CuHar.es I. 
Dom. Corresp. Charles I., Vol. ccexi., No. 91. 


Goop Lorp I thanke* for keeping mee this day/night, I humblie 
beseeche thee to keepe mee this night/day, from all dangers or 
mischances that may happen to my Boddie, & all euell thoughts 
which may assalt or hurt my Sowel for Jesus Christ his sake: And 
Looke vpon me thy unworthie seruant, who heere prostrates him 
selfe at thy Throne of grace, but looke upon mee O Father through 
the merites and mediation of Jesus Christ thy beloued Sone in 
whom thou art onlie well pleased; for of my selfe, I am not 
worthie to stand in thy presence, or to speake withe my uncleane 
lips, to thee, most holly & eternall God; for thou kowest that in 
Sinn, I was conceaved & borne, & that euer since I have liued in 
Iniquetie, so that I haue broken all thy Holly Comandements, by 
sinfull motions, euell words, & wicked workes, omitting manie 
dewties I ought to doe, & comitting manie vyces, which thou hast 
forbiden vnder paine of heauie displeasure: as for Sinnes O Lord 
they ar innumerable; in the multitude, therfore, of thy mercies, 
& by the merites of Jesus Christ, I intreate thy Deuyne Majestie, 
that thou wouldest not enter into jugement, with thy seruant ; 
nor bee extreame to marke what is done amisse, but bee thou 
mercifull to mee, & washe away all my Sinnes, with the merits of 
that pretius blood that Jesus Christ shed for mee, & not onlie 
washe away all my Sinnes, but also to purge my hart, by holly * 
Spirit, from the drosse of my naturall corruption; & as thou doest 
add dayes to my life, so (good Lord) add repentance to my dayes, 
that when I haue past this mortall lyfe, I may bee a partaker of thy 
euerlasting kingdome, throught * Jesus Christ our Lorde. 


In the touching narrative written by Mr., afterwards 
Sir Thomas Herbert, of the closing scenes of the life of 
Charles I., the writer relates with considerable minuteness 
the last act of worldly business transacted by the King. 
The scene was at St. James's, on the morning of his execu- 
tion. Bishop Juxon had just arrived, Colonel Hacker was 
the next, and the only succeeding visitor. Before the King

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went to prayers with the Bishop, Herbert fell on his knees, 
and entreated the King’s pardon for any possible neglect 
of duty in the trying circumstances of his attendance. 
The King, who had the day before given him a certificate 
that his service had been performed with faithfulness and 
loyal affection, extended his hand to be kissed by his 


dutiful servant, and then proceeded to entrust to him 
various last relics to be delivered to several of the royal 
children, and to one or two other persons, who were the 
King’s most intimate friends. A copy of the Bible, “in 
the margin whereof he had with his own hand writ many 
annotations and quotations,” the King charged Herbert to 
give to Prince Charles, with a message of a solemn cha- 
racter. ‘‘ He likewise,” the writer proceeds, ‘ commanded 
Mr. Herbert to give his son, the Duke of York, his large 
ring sun-dial of silver, a jewel his Majesty much valued ; 
it was invented and made by Mr. Delamain, an able 
mathematician, who projected it, and in a little book 
showed its excellent use in resolving many questions in 
arithmetic, and other raro | operations to be wrought by it in 
the mathematics.”* 

The papers now published contain valuable illustrations 
of this incident. 

Delamain, of whom little notice is to be found elsewhere, 
was a teacher of the mathematics, and lived in “ the upper 
part of Chancery Lane.” About 1630, he invented a mathe- 
matical ring, or instrument which, by the moving of concen- 
tric circles in a prescribed manner, worked “ arithmetical 
and mathematical questions only by the eye, with such 
facility and expedition” as that the like thereof had never 
theretofore been produced. This is the instrument which 
took King Charles’s fancy, and which he thought worthy to 
be given, as a precious relic, from a dying father to his son.

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Herbert is evidently wrong in terming it a sun-dial. A 
minute description of it may be found in the “ little book ” 
to which Herbert alludes, a poor copy of the second edition 
of which occurs in the Library of the British Museum.* 
From our papers it appears that Delamain was a friend of 
Noy, and that he obtained, by the favour of the King, 
several grants of privilege for the sole making of his ring 
and other mathematical instruments of his invention, together 
with the sole printing of his explanatory books. (See Vol. 
cliv., No. 61; Vol. clxxxi., No. 56; Vol. ccv. No. 90; Vol. 
cexxxiil., Nos. 19, 20.) 

Of the other leading men of this period, those, I mean, who 
enjoyed the King’s confidence and conducted the Govern- 
ment of the country,—Weston, Laud, Wentworth, and the 
rest,—the notices in this volume are very valuable. Those 
of Weston, or as he became on the 17th February 1632/3, 
Earl of Portland, are chiefly official. None of his private 
letters have occurred, but two allusions to him are eminently 
characteristic ; one that he spoke “in thunder” to the Vic-

Delamain had a son of his own name, who, in the time of the Com- 
monwealth, was grievously complained of as a religious enthusiast. (See 
“Tmpostor Magnus, or the Legerdemain of Richard Delamain, now 
preacher in the City of Hereford, being a narrative of his life and doctrine 
since his first coming into that county. 4to. Lond. 1654.”) Delamain 
affectedly subscribed his letters, and published most of his books, only 
in his surname. In calendaring the paper, Vol. cev., No. 90, I was misled 
by Watts’s Bibliotheca into supposing that his Christian name was 
“ Robert,” which I therefore inserted within brackets ; I subsequently 
found, from Vol. cexxxiii., No. 19, that it was “ Richard.” 
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tualler of the Navy (p. 3), and the other that Nicholas 
treasured up his recipe for a physic drink (p. 504). 

Laup appears frequently upon the scene. The accounts 
relating to his new buildings at St. John’s College, Oxford, 
preserve the memory of an eminently honourable portion of 
his character. ‘There are also important papers respecting 
his procurement of the King’s interference to put down 
authoritatively some opposition to his theological views 
among the young men at Oxford, and several papers of the 
same kind respecting prosecutions in which he was interested 
in the High Commission Court and in the Star Chamber. 
Among documents of this last class an examination of 
Wi.u1aM Prynne, which gives the history of the composition 
of his ponderous volume, entitled Histrio Mastix, is worthy 
of notice. 


EXAMINATION OF WILLIAM PRYNNE. 
Dom. Corresp. Charles I., Vol. cexrxxi., No. 77. 


‘THE examination of William Prynne, of Lincoln’s Inn, Esq., taken 
before William Noy, his Majesty’s Attorney General, the last 
day of January, Anno Domini 1632. 


‘The examinant saith that the book now shewed unto him titled 
Histrio Mastix, or* Players Scourge, or Actors Tragedy, was made 
and composed by himself, and first of all written by himself, with 
his own hand, and the notes in the margin, pages 521, 531, 624, 
984, are of his handwriting, 216. In the title page of the book 
intended by him he hath written his name with his own hand. 

“He spake with none but Michael Sparkesf about the printing of 
that book, and he had nothing of him for the copies, but only 
about 35 or 36 books when they were printed. 

* Being demanded who examined that book that it might be 
printed, saith, that he delivered or sent the copy of the book to the 
Lord Archbishop of Canterbury's chaplain, Mr. Buckner, who, as 





* The, in the book itself. 
t Bookseller ; prosecuted for printing this book, and on many other 
occasions. 
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this examinant was informed, did use to examine books before they 
came to the press, and he told the examinant that he could not 
perfectly read the copies in many places, and desired that he might 
see the sheets as they were printed, and thereupon the examinant 
commanded Sparkes to send every sheet to Mr. Buckner as they 
were printed, and he verily believeth it was so done.” 

“The examinant saith that in one page Mr. Buckner signified his 
dislike in some part thereof, and thereupon that page, which is 
page 707,* with that half-sheet, was new printed, and this was done 
because that he desired that nothing might pass without appro- 
bation. He saith that the first part of this book was printed before 
the end of the last Easter Term, the second part was finished in 
Michaelmas Term last, and the Table or Index was by that time 
also finished and printed. 

“He saith also that the two epistles dedicatory,t and the epistle 
to the reader, were composed by himself and printed in Easter 
Term last, and he delivered to the printer to print, first the book, 
and after that the epistles, and a great part of the book was com- 
posed about seven years past.” 


Laud’s letters to his friends were often written in that 
style of heavy but kindly pleasantry which is exhibited in 
the one addressed to Sec. Windebank already quoted. 
There are in the present volume two others addressed to 
Sir John Lambe, which are specimens of the same style 
of composition (Vol. clxxxviii., No. 60, and Vol. ccxxiii.,

The third epistle 
alluded to is addressed “To the Christian reader,” 
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No. 14). An extract from the latter of these will bear 
quotation :— 


“Tt is but a melancholy conceit, or a dream rather, of your 
returning to the University, there to live a retired life as you began. 
I know what hares do when they be over-hunted, though you had 
not told it me ;* but I will yet hope as long as I can that it will not 
be so with you. If it should so be, T have given you the best 
comfort I can already, and so you acknowledge. One comfort 
I have more for you. You will lose your wager to me, and there- 
fore I pray provide for it against this term.” 

The reception of Laud’s ceremonial changes within his 
own diocese is the subject of several striking letters from 
his subordinate clergy ; one from the celebrated Dr. Gouge 
(Vol. ccii., No. 3) will be found extremely worthy of 
attention. Courtesy struggling with principle was never 
more curiously exhibited. Dr. Collins’s letters from Brain- 
tree are of a very different character; but one of them 
(Vol. ccx., No. 41), contains valuable testimony to the 
effect of the ecclesiastical changes upon the people. He is 
writing to Dr. Duck, whom Laud had directed to threaten 
him with the High Commission Court for his slowness in the 
adoption of the desired alterations :— 


“It’s no easy matter to reduce a numerous congregation into 
order that hath been disorderly these fifty years, and that for these 
seven years last past hath been encouraged in that way by all the 
refractory ministers in the country, with whom they have had 
acquaintance, and their private meetings and conference, who have 
left divers schismatical books among them, and during their con- 
tinuance here, laboured to make my person and ministry con- 
temptible and odious, because I would not hold correspondence 


with them. 





* And as a hare whom hounds and horns pursue, 
Pants to the place from whence at first he flew, 
I still had hopes, my long vexations past, 
Here to return, and die at home at last.” 
Goldsmith’s Deserted Village. 
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“If I had suddenly and hastily fallen upon the strict practice of 
conformity, I had undone myself, and broken the town to pieces. 
For upon the first notice of alteration, many were resolving to go 
to New England, others to remove elsewhere, by whose departure 
the burthen of the poor, and charges of the town, had grown un- 
supportable to those should have stayed behind. By my moderate 
and slow proceeding, I have made stay of some, and do hope to 
settle their judgments and abode with us, when the rest that are 
inexorable are shipped and gone. 

“Mr. Hawkins, who, if need be, will make faith of that I have 
written, hath been acquainted with all my proceedings, who is my 
principal assistant in the government of this town, and for that cause 
undergoes a great burthen of envy and opposition, together with me. ~ 

“ My Lord of London need not implore the aid of the arm of the 
High Commission to rule me, the least finger of his own hand shall 
suffice. If what I have said and done will not satisfy, I submit 
to his honour’s censure. In the meantime, I am under no small 
burthen, that am subject to his Lordship’s censure above, and 
here beneath, to the hatred and obstreperous clamours of the 
people in town and country. It makes me add often a new prayer 
to my Litany,—‘ From this people, good Lord deliver me,’ and I 
hope my Lord of London will do it ere long, however for the 
present he seem offended.” 


Several of Viscounr Werntwortu’s admirable letters are 
to be found in this volume; two will stand comparison with 
the best of his compositions of that character. The first 
describes the course of an epidemical disease which, breaking 
out simultaneously in Lancashire, and, in a severer form, in 
Lincolnshire, approached York on both sides, and ultimately 
attacked the suburbs of the city. (Vol. cc., No. 14.) The 
other is in every way so valuable that even its length must 
not prevent my giving it entire. The definiteness, force, and 
even, in a certain sense, the grandeur of Wentworth’s cha- 
racter, never appear so striking as in his professions of 
devotion to kingly authority, and the scorn with which he 
treats opponents.

“ York, 24th Oct. 1632. 

“ My very good Lord.—The excess of your favour in sending 
your footman so long and wearisome a journey, I must acknow- 
ledge, and contemplate your Lordship’s nobleness to your absent 
servants so truly and so thankfully as to keep myself in an equal 
temper (wherever God and his Majesty shall bestow me), to receive 
your commands with all cheerfulness, and to fulfil them with all 
readiness and care. That his Majesty rests satisfied in the course I 
hold in this Government, is my chiefest exaltation before men, and 
my fullest contentment in my inmost retirements. And, surely, I 
will never omit continually to serve him his own way, where I 
once understand it, and where that beam leaves me, serve him 
the most profitable way the dimmer lights of my own judgment 
shall, by any means, be able to lead me unto. In this truth I will 
live and die; all the devils of hell, all their ministers on earth, shall 
never be able to impeach or shake it. 

“For Sir David Foulis, the unfortunate subject of part of my 
letters of late, when I consider him as a gentleman that hath 
received some respects from me, never the least injury, I pity him ; 
when I consider him your Lordship’s kinsman, in that relation I 
am heartily sorry for him, and for myself too, that being so cor- 
dially an honourer of yours and all that depend on you, should 
thus misadventurously light upon a man that hath of your blood 
running in his veins, yet cannot, without much comfort in myself 
without much injury to you, but observe the vigour of your respect 
towards me, in thus passing him over to a course of justice, which 
liberty you bestow upon me, and which I will nevertheless exercise 
with such modesty and moderation as shall show you that I am as 
far from drinking a la confusion des personnes, as the Frenchman 
the last summer. 

“ When I read his letter (which of your goodness is communicated 
with me), I find that insolent vanity of his, which hath brought 
forth all this trouble, written in capital letters. He saith it 
was to the admiration of all men I would not hear him. Alas! J 
did hear him, and used him with all civility, but there was a won- 
der (catholic enough indeed) in all men, to see him so poorly and 
meanly humble himself, in the same town where, within a few weeks 
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before, he hadas insolently demeaned himself, I dare confidently 
say, more insolently, than ever any of his Majesty’s Council here, 
and a deputy lieutenant, had done to the President and King’s 
Lieutenant. 

“ But, good man, here is the jest, he tells us that by taking this 
business into his own hand, his Majesty shall make a purchase of 
him ; a purchase with a witness! so clogged with wretched, woeful 
incumbrances as makes it nothing worth. He will lead and per- 
suade others; he will by his example much better the King’s 
service; leaves it to be considered by the best affected how much 
his disgrace might hurt his Majesty’s service. 

“Lord, with sop’s fly upon the axletree of the wheel, what a 
dust he makes! Where are those he can lead or persuade? Take 
him out of the commission of the peace (the instrument of terror 
by which he pulled them on along with him by the noses), he 
governed himself with such exact pride and distemper amongst them 
that in good faith, I verily believe, that there are not half a score 
that would either follow or be persuaded by him. As for his 
example of life, it was so virtuous, or so vicious, as I believe we 
might find hundreds scandalled, sooner than one bettered by it. 
And surely if he leave it to be considered by the best affected, their 
verdict will be, his Majesty shall contribute more to his own 
authority by making him an example of his justice, than can pos- 
sibly be gained by taking him in again. But this is an arrogance 
grown frequent now-a-days, which I cannot endure. Every ordi- 
nary man must put himself in balance with the King, as if it were 
a measuring cast betwixt them who were like to prove the greater 
losers upon the parting. Let me cast then this grain of truth in 
and it shall turn the scale. Silly wretches! Let us not deceive 
ourselves. The King’s service cannot suffer by the disgrace of him, 
and me, and forty more such. The ground whereupon Government 
stands will not so easily be washed away, so as the sooner we 
unfool ourselves of this error, the sooner we shall learn to know 
ourselves, and shake off that self-pride, which hath to our own 
esteem represented us much bigger, more considerable, than indeed 
there is cause for. 

“ But the world will speak of his sufferings, who hath done so 
much service for the Crown, and that a submission, with a sure 
promise to amend, will be more-honourable. His sufferings are not 
like to be other than such as shall be measured forth unto him by 

the equal and straight rule of Justice, and then who can he fault 
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but himself? What he hath merited of the Crown in former times 
I know not, but I am sure it is visible he hath served himself to a 
fair fortune by the means of the Crown, and that of late, since I 
came hither, I have heard of many disservices, but not any one 
service he hath paid back unto the Crown. It is true, indeed, he 
hath been content to bag up five or six thousand pounds of the 
King’s money, kept it close in his stomach this twenty years, in 
plain terms cheated the King of it, and now it seems, that spirit 
being conjured forth of his pocket again, he bound to pay it in 
hath occasioned all this foul weather which he hath blown upon 
other the innocent Ministers of his Majesty in other remote quar- 
ters, not daring to breathe the least blast of it upon those taller 
cedars that had so overlooked him as to find him out when he least 
dreamt of it. And for his sure promise of amends, trust him that 
list, for he that hath falsified all those great obligations, let him- 
self loose from those strongest bonds of love and thankfulness, I 
shall never flatter myself to hold him fast by the slippery ties of 
fear and strained professions ; and so I leave him, and buy or pur- 
chase him that lists; for my part he shall never cost me farthing, 
or a line more labour. 

“ My Lord, here was one Payler fined by the High Commission 
10002. for an incest. This fine, upon a suit of this church, was by 
his Majesty bestowed upon them, for buying a pair of organs, 
adorning the altar, and such sacred uses. You may be informed 
by the enclosed how, and by whom, it is endeavoured to be carried 
another way. Good, my Lord, be so far a patron to this church as 
if you hear anything of it, cast in a word to confirm his Majesty 
in so gracious and a* pious an intention. I will detain your Lord- 
ship no longer, than in all truth to assure you that I am,

SecreTary Coke is to be found throughout the volume 
ever active and intelligent, having a share in many kinds of 
business, and in some cases applying to the matters before

+ Sir David Foulis was a servant of King James I., in Scotland, 
before his accession to the English throne. He received a grant of lands 
in Yorkshire as a recompence. See Corresp. of James VI. with Sir 
Robert Cecil. 4to. Lond. 1861. (Camden Society), 
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him an almost incredible amount of clerk-like pains. The 
number of his drafts and copies in reference to the Society 
for Fishing, (Vol. ccxxix., arts. 71—94, and passim upon 
that subject,) is a curious example of the laborious at- 
tention which he bestowed upon all matters which were 
under his hand. As he lived before the days of com- 
petitive examinations, we must not think too hardly of him, 
for not having had very clear ideas upon geography. He 
had no notion whether Iceland was an island or a continent, 
nor how many leagues of a wild tempestuous ocean ran 
between it and Newfoundland, which he thought to be a 
continent. Iceland he pronounced to be “ a great territory, 
and unknown whether it be a main continent with New- 
foundland, or no. Mariners say it is one continent.” (Vol. 
ecxxix., No. 82.) A Secretary of State of a country, in 
which many fleets were yearly fitted out for the Iceland 
fishery, ought to have been better informed, but the diffi- 
culties in the way of the common people of acquiring such 
information must at that time have been very great. In 
Vol. cev., No. 88. is a petition of Arnold Florentz van 
Langren, a Hollander, who claimed that he and his father 
were the first inventors of globes in 1592. ‘The petitioner 
was in the habit of adding on his globes, with the pen, 
the new discoveries which were made from time to time, 
and he gives a curious list of the places thus inserted from 
1608 to 1630. He constructed both terrestrial and celestial 
globes, and dedicated them by inscription to expected 
purchasers. It appears from the petition that one was 
thus dedicated, not to Secretary Coke, but to his brother 
Secretary, Dorchester, 

There are several letters of Lorp Deputy Farx.anp, 
all exhibiting the talent which appears so clearly in the 
celebrated petition on behalf of his imprisonedson. His 
troubles and difficulties at this period of his life are painted 
in very striking colours in several papers in this volume. 
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The marriage of Sir Lucius, his celebrated son, with a 
daughter of Sir Richard Morison, was a cause of dire 


offence to the Lord Deputy, and it is remarked by Lady 
Theresa Lewis, in the Lives of the Friends of Lord Chan- 
cellor Clarendon (i. 9.), that the last mention in Lord 
Deputy Falkland’s Journal of his son’s name is on the 
28th October 1630, when it appears that Mr. Lenthall 
interceded with the disappointed father in the hope of a re- 
conciliation. ‘* This silence,” it is added, “ rather confirms 
the impression that all intercourse ceased between them.” A 
paper calendared in this volume, happily, I think, removes 
this impression. Under the date of 9th August 1632 
(Vol. cexxii., No. 29), there occurs a letter in which Lord 
Deputy Falkland solicits Sec. Coke in businesses of his son 
and daughter, in terms which preclude the notion of his 
being on unfriendly terms with either of them. If the son 
here mentioned may be concluded to be the celebrated 
Lord Falkland, which seems more than probable, we may 
hope that Mr. Lenthall’s interposition was successful. 

Notes of this kind might be continued almost indefinitely, 
especially if extended from persons to subjects. Two 
examples of the latter class must suffice. Under. either 
head, it is hoped that the Index will guide the inquirer to 
whatever may be the object of his search. 

One class of papers which is extremely numerous both in 
this volume and its predecessor, consists of RETURNS MADE BY 
Justices or Peace of the measures taken by them in a time 
of scarcity to relieve the necessities of the poor. Dry and 
oftentimes formal as these papers are, they will be found to 
contain much valuable information. Tor example: In them 
we learn what description of corn was then used by the poor 
for food in various parts of the country. ‘Thus, in the Rape 
of Lewes we are told that the poor bought chiefly barley 
(p. 18); whilst in the north, as in Lincolnshire (p. 25), and 
the West Riding of Yorkshire (p, 24), oatmeal was princi- 
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pally used; meslyn, a mixed grain, seemed to prevail in 
many places, and in others, as for example, in the northern 
parts of Norfolk, during the scarcity, the people were 
enforced to make bread of buck-wheat. The several modes 
of relieving the poor adopted on this occasion were, I. a 
rigorous enforcement of penalties for small offences in cases 
in which the mulct was given by statute to the poor; 1. 
superintendence of the markets and prevention of fore- 
stalling ; 111. sale of corn in the markets to the poor at an 
underprice ; Iv. compulsory reduction of the quantity of 
corn converted into malt; vy. increase of the poor's rate, 
and, vi. in cases where poor families were large, either 
compelling the parishioners to take such children as were of 
suitable age as apprentices to learn trades or household 
work, or billeting the whole family at a fixed price upon the 
persons in the parish to which they belonged who were 
presumed to be most competent to receive them. 

Among the great works of this period Sir Hugh Mid- 
dleton’s undertaking for bringing the New River from 
Hertfordshire into London will ever be remembered with 
admiration. This volume contains a notice of the arrange- 
ment, often mis-stated by writers on the subject, by which 
Charles I. relinquished the right in the New River Com- 
pany which had descended to him from his father. That 
Sovereign, much to his honour, when the work flagged for 
want of support, agreed to bear half the expense of the 
undertaking, on condition of receiving half the profits. 
James, it appears, paid in this manner 9,262/. 9s. 6d. 
(Vol. cci. No. 22). The anticipated pecuniary benefit, now 
so ample, was slow in coming, and Charles I., either out of 
want or in despair, agreed with Sir Hugh Middleton to 
relinquish all his rights to him on his covenant that he 
and his heirs would pay the Crown a permanent annuity of 
£500. This transaction was completed in November 1631, 
a few days only before the death of Sir Hugh Middleton. 
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Completeness of information in reference to any particular 


subject cannot be asserted on behalf of the papers here 
calendared, but considering the five volumes of this series 
now published, in the aggregate, it may be safely asserted 
with respect to them, that during the period to which they 
relate there was no person of any note living in England, 
who is not referred to in these papers, nor any thing of any 
moment transacted throughout the country, which they do 
not illustrate. 

The Editor gratefully acknowledges the continuance 
during this volume of the valuable assistance of Mr. William 
Douglas Hamilton. ‘The other arrangements alluded to in 
the close of the preface to the last volume have worked most 
satisfactorily. When placed upon a proper footing it may 
confidently be hoped that they will conduce greatly to the 
advantage of this portion of the public service.

About the Start or Torbay, Pennington may meet with some 
of those men-of-war that affront the King’s subjects. Tell Capt. 
Ketelby, Sir James Bagg is gone to Plymouth, as Nicholas thinks, 
to fetch up his lady and family. 


30. Justices of Peace for co. Devon to the Council. Crave 
pardon for their late troubling them with their countrymen’s peti- 
tions, concerning the restraint of trade, and now with the present 
relation. One Jones, an instrument in the execution of a patent, 
with the formidable title of the forfeitures of penal laws, was at 
first assisted by the writers, but they now find his misdemeanors 
so notorious that they have laid hold of his person, until the Council 
may be acquainted with his behaviour.

23. Petition of Michael Whitefield, Henry Routh, John William- 
son, Henry Baynton, Mark Be llwood, and Lawrence Archer to the 
King. Petitioners have for many years been imprisoned in the 
castle of York for their conscience, and from extreme poverty and 
want of friends have undergone great misery. Having understood

24. Petition of Ralph Freeman, Alderman of London, to the 
same. Havingrin December 1629, laden in the James, of London, 
Richard Edmunds, master, bound for Newhaven in France, goods 
worth 500/., the ship was chased by Dunkirkers, and to pe cap- 
ture was run ashore at Iport, on the coast of Normandy. Ship and 
cargo were seized by Mons. de Mesmont, the Lord of the soil, and 
after long suit in the Admiralty of France order was made for sale 
of the goods, and sequestering the proceeds. John Granger, an 
Englishman, petitioner's attorney, going to Iport to execute this 
order with certain other persons, Mons. de Mesmont caused them 
to be set upon with great knotted cords and cudgels, and to save 
their lives they signed a consent that the goods might be sold by 
the officers of Fecamp, a town not far from the wreck, who there- 
upon sold them to Mons. de Mesmont, at a third part of their 
value. Prays redress for this horrible outrage. 









Petition of William Walton, and Martha his wife, to the 
same. Petitioners found and presented to the Attorney General 
certain lands formerly of Henry Carvill the younger, a papist con- 
vict, in Norfolk, to which petitioner Martha ‘should have been heir. 
Ther -y disbursed good sums of money about suits for recovery of the 
lands before they resigned the same to the Attorney General, 
and petitioner W ‘alton was imprisoned two years, and obliged to 
sell all their estates, to repay money borrowed to prosecute the 
suit.

55. Petition of inhabitants of the Isle of Wight to the Council. 
By reason of the late dearth of corn his Majesty by proclamation 
forbade all strangers’ ships from victualling within his dominions. 
(See !630, Sept. 28.) Petitioners being in an island, have no other 
trade but by strangers’ ships, which come thither with merchandise 
to sell for victual, and now it has pleased God to send a plentiful 
harvest, they pray leave to resume their old accustomed trade. 


56. Petition of Sergeants Winter and Smelt to the same. Peti- 
tioners and others petitioned a month ago to have their pay for 
service done in Denmark, and order was given for payment of those 
that had their captains’ certificates, which petitioners could not then 
procure. They now annex them, and pray warrant to Burlamachi 
to receive their pay. 


57. Petition of Edmund Woder to the same. Has attended the 
Commission for exacted Fees near upon five years as one of his 
Majesty’s clerks appointed by his signature, and has received no 
reward except a small sum for pen, ink, and paper. Is now prisoner 
in the Marshalsea for 5/. odd, due to one Canning, a woollen draper, 
and his coparcener, who have kept him there five weeks notwith- 
standing their Lordships’ reference to Sir William Becher to mediate 
an end between them. Prays letters to the Commissioners for 
mediation of debts, between debtor and creditor. 


58. Petition of English shipmasters trading into France, to the 
same. Petitioners have been trained up in navigation, but of 
late have been much neglected by the English merchants trading 
into France, who now ship their goods in strangers’ bottoms, strangers 
being masters, contrary to laws and proclamations of the late King. 
Of late they have freighted ten strangers for one of the petitioners, 
Pray redress. 


59. Petition of Thomas Newton to the same. Sir John Price 
lately departed the kingdom by reason of one Edmund Bradshaw, 
who reported that he had lien with Sir John’s lady. Petitioner 
meeting Sir John in foreign parts persuaded him to return to 
England, which he did. His pardon is now at the Great Seal, 
and he himself in Wales endeavouring an accord with his Lady and 
rectifying his estate. Prays the Council to consider the great 
expense of petitioner in procuring the pardon. 


60. Petition of Henry Wight, his Majesty’s ward; to the same. 
His Majesty having signified his pleasure for demolishing a house 
of petitioner adjoining the Cathedral of St. Paul, he sets forth, 1. 
That being ward to his Majesty he pays a rent of 50l. for 16 years,

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besides that his mother gave, by way of composition for his wardship, 
3001., and has only 6/. allowed for his maintenance. 2. That his 
father was a ward very nearly as many years, 3. That two-thirds 
of his estate is set apart as jointures to his grandmother and mother, 
and the remainder appointed for portions for his sisters until he 
comes to 26 years of age. Prays them to take notice of the loss 
he is likely to sustain, being 40/. per annum, and if the house must 
be pulled down, to afford him a recompence.

In the course of the proceedings in 
Parliament Mr. Selden and Mr. Pym pressed him to acknowledge 
that he had confederated with great men, and asked him, when he 
spake to the Bishops of London and Winchester and others. Mr. 
Sellars, a proctor, brought a copy of Burton’s Israel’s Fast to 
Leicester, and with it a libel in written hand scandalous to his 
Majesty, alleging that things could not fare better so long as 
the King employed such men as he did. By examination this was 
traced to a great man of Parliament to be the publisher of it.

The shot came not near, but they might 
well hear the same. After her came the Admiral, with his flag on 
the main-top. She being more fit for their ordnance, lest she should 
fight, Ketelby gave order to clear the decks, and prepared to fire 
both lower and upper tier together. Whilst thus disposing the 
business, the Lord Ambassador sent for him and desired him to give 
over, and stand his course for Dover. On his second sending, Ketelby 
considering that the tide of ebb was just coming, when he should be 
forced to land the Ambassador at some other place, submitted his 
will to his Lordship’s desires. Conceives the two ships were East 
India ships. Had Ketelby been free from his passengers, he doubts 
not to have brought them in to answer these contempts.

Instructions to Editors. 





The Master of the Rolls desires to call the attention of the 
Editors of Calendars to the following considerations, with a view 
to secure uniformity of plan in the important works on which they 
are engaged :— 


He is anxious to extend, as far as is consistent with proper 
economy and despatch, the utility of the Calendars of State Papers 
now publishing under his control: Ist. As the most efficient means 
of making the national archives accessible to all who are interested 
in historical inquiries; 2nd. As the best justification of the 
liberality and munificence of the Government in throwing open 
these papers to the public, and providing proper catalogues of 
their contents at the national expense. 





The greater number of the readers who will consult and value 
these works can have little or no opportunity of visiting the 
Record Office, or its branch the State Paper Office, in which these 
papers are deposited. The means for consulting the originals 
must necessarily be limited when readers live at a distance from 
the metropolis ; still more if they are residents of Scotland, Ireland, 
distant colonies, or foreign states. Even when such an oppor- 
| tunity does exist, the difficulty of mastering the original hands 
in which these papers are written will deter many readers from 
| consulting them. Above all, their great variety and number must 
| present formidable obstacles to literary inquirers, however able, 
sanguine, and energetic, when the information contained in them 
is not made accessible by satisfactory Calendars. 





| The Master of the Rolls considers that, without superseding the 
necessity of consulting the originale, every Editor ought to frame 
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his Calendar in such a manner that it shall present, in as con- 
densed a form as possible, a correct index of the contents of the 
papers described in it. He considers that the entries should be 
so minute as to enable the reader to discover not only the general 
contents of the originals, but also what they do not contain. If 
the information be not sufficiently precise, if facts and names be 
omitted or concealed under a vague and general description, the 
reader will be often misled, he will assume that where the 
abstracts are silent as to information to be found in the documents, 
such information does not exist; or, he will have to examine 
every original in detail, and thus one great purpose will have 
been lost for which these Calendars have been compiled. 


As the documents are various, the Master of the Rolls considers 
that they will demand a corresponding mode of treatment. He 
therefore recommends the following rules :— 


Ist. That all formal and official documents, such as letters of 
credence, warrants, grants, and the like, should be described as 
briefly as possible. 


2nd. That letters and documents referring to one subject only 
should be catalogued as briefly as is consistent with correctness. 
But when they contain miscellaneous news, such a description 
should be given as will enable a reader to form an adequate 
notion of the variety of their contents. 


3rd. Wherever a letter or paper is especially difficult to decipher, 
or the allusions more than ordinarily obscure, it will be advisable 
for the Editor to adhere, as closely as is consistent with brevity, to 
the text of the document. He is to do the same when it contains 
secret or very rare information. 


4th. Where the Editor has deciphered letters in cipher, the 
decipher may be printed at fulllength. But when a contemporary 
or authorized decipher exists, it will be sufficient to treat the 
cipher as an ordinary document. 


5th. Striking peculiarities of expression, proverbs, manners, 
&e. are to be noticed. 


6th. Original dates are to be given at the close of each entry, 
that the reader.may know the exact evidence by which the 
marginal dates are determined, 
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7th. Where letters are endorsed by the receivers and the date 
of their delivery specified, these endorsements are to be recorded. 


8th. The number of written pages of each document is to be 
specified, as a security for its integrity, and that readers may know 
what proportion the abstract bears to the original. 

9th. The language of every document is to be specified. If, 
however, the greater part of the collection be in English, it will 
be sufficient to denote those only which are in a different tongue. 

10th. Where documents have been printed, a reference should 
be given to the publication. 


11th. Each series is to be chronological.
